The present trend is away from scrubbing wood 
floors with soap and water, which tends to split, 
crack, warp and rot them. Penetrating oils, or 
seals, that soak into the pores of the wood and 
protect it against moisture, stains, and dirt are 
finding wider and wider use at this time. 


Proper application of floor seals requires —First, 
removing the old surface and sanding down to 
grain, smoothly and evenly. Second, applying 
the seal and steel-wooling off all excess seal 
left on the surface. Third, burnishing or waxing 
and polishing. When this treatment is given, the 
floor is toughened against wear, hardened 
against scratches, and impervious on its 
surface to atmospheric conditions.

SANDING 





To bring a new or old floor down to an even, smooth 
surface requires sanding or hand scraping. Hand- 
work, of course, is not only extremely hard and slow, 
but requires more time and, therefore, costs more 
money. Drum sanding by machine is the accepted wa 
to do the work quickly, easily, and at least expe 
All drum sanders, however, are not alike. If t 
vibrate, chatter morks are left in the surface that are 
very unsightly and hard to eliminate. The Tri-Croft 
floor worker drum is free from chatter. It is balanced 
to produce perfectly flat, clean surfaces, even in the 
hands of inexperienced users. 


STEEL WOOLING 


When penetrating oils or seals are applied to a wood 
floor, they force dirt particles to the surface. They 
also raise the grain slightly, thus leaving a somewhat 
_rough surface. To remove this dirt and roughness, 
steel wooling does the job best. The efficiency of a 
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square inch and also because it can be used with the 
grain of the floor. 

Ready-wound steel wool cylinders of various wool 
grades, ready for instant use, are supplied with the 
vri-Craft floor worker. Economy in steel wool is 
red because there is very little waste. It takes less 
a minute to change over from sanding drum or 
shing brush to a steel wool cylinder. 


CLEANING AND POLISHING 


Tri-Craft floor worker, equipped with a Tampico 
e brush, travelling at yi speed, produces a clean 
polished surface possible only with a cylinder type 
machine. The speed of the revolving brush tends to 
keep it clean, and the vacuum system on the Tri-Craft 
draws in the dirt depositing it in an easy-to-empty 
dust bag. Again, because the Tri-Craft works “with 
the grain” streaks and swirls in the polished finish 
ore eliminated.

POLISHING: (he brush on the Tri-Craft is mounted on o metal casting thot 
slips easily on to the driving mandrel in a few seconds. When the bristies become 
worn out, they can be quickly replaced. Polishing with the grain always gives o 


finer, more lasting and better looking fiinsh 


CLEANING: Where floor seal is used, dry cleaning with the brush keeps floors 
clean and sanitary. For rejuvenating sealed floors or touching up worn spots, a light 
application of floor renovator fluid is used and the floor or spots steel wooled. This 
removes a very thin layer of the surfoce, thereby making the floor look like new 
Touched up spots blend right in with the other areas without the cost or time that 


would be required to do over the entire floor 


On maintenance work where wood, linoleum, cork, rubber, tile, marble, cement or 
other floor moterials must be first cleaned off preparatory to waxing or polishing
